In the hedges 
about twenty acres, there may be planted ar the leaſt 


foure hundred plants out of cuery rhode, whereot if 


rwo hundred and fiftic doe but grow, which they will 
doe much the betrer , it they be cut when they haue ta- 
kenrootetwo yeares , as before is ſet downe for the 
quicke-woods, being ſaued from hurt by the thornes 
or other woodthat groweth inthe hedge, or by ſome 
other meanes,that in diſcretion maybe vied , will ſo 
grow as they may beropped at {ixteene years growth, 


and againe foure years after, therby to faue them from 


the force of the winde ; which ifthe tops be too great 
when they are young,they may be ſhaken looſe artthe 


root by the winde,andſo die.

oroweth after three pound two {hilings fixe 
pence a yeare. The maſt that may yearely grov, of te 
thouſand trees in the hedges, and of three tund.ed and 
wenty inthe fourerhodes, may very weil be worth 
one yeare with another, and onetree with another,a 
pci1ie atree,and may be weiirated to be worth yearly 
fiuc pound : the rather in regard that in plentitull years 
of maſt,there may of them bee gathered, w® being dri- 
cd of a Kylne,may be keptas Peaſe and Beanes two or 
three yeares, to feede Hogges, andthe maſt of Beech 
will teede cattell and pullen , as may appeare by Deere. 
and pullen kept in Parkes ,eſpeciaily Turkeyes. 

Thus it appearethto al men that there may be year- 
ly raiſed in tymber firewood and malt out of one acre - 
of toure ſcore,cleven pound.

T- He greateſt deuourers of corne, ofthele kinde are 
Rocokes, Crowes, and Sparrowes, the nuniber 


whereof 15 ...aite, and fo isthe quantitie of corne 
which they dettroy yearely. They allo greatly hinder * 


the i1,.creale of corne,which when they cannot fide ir 


lying aboue the ground, they {cratch it vp with their - 
tcere or picke it vp with therr Bils, B ades,and Roores; - 


and when corne ts cared, then if itt happen to be laid, 
b th Rookes and pidgeons light vpon it & fo ipoile it, 


that if it were worth turty (hillings an Acre betore, in 


one weeke they will make it not worth ten ſhillings the 


acre.One kind of theſe Crowes live much vpon Chic- - 


kens and Foule, and by their Egs, &kill yong Lambes, 


and do much hurt beſides. There are allo many other  ' 


lying vermin,that deſtroy Pheſants, Partridges, Fowle, 


Pullen and young Rabbers, which are Buzzards, Kites, 


Ring-tailes,& Pyes, all which or the moſt part ofthem 


- may caluty be deſtroyedin three yeares onely, by the 


pulling downe of their neſts, in breeding time,not ſuf- 
tering any of them to breed , euery man to vndertake 
tor his owne ground vpona penalty, tothe vic of the 
poore of the Pariſh. Two other grear ſpoilers of fowle, 
are the ſhooting in Peeces, and water Dogs; the one 
gallech more then they kill and ger, that are loſt, {6 do

IRS TT it is ſufficiently proned, that Wood be- 


ing generally planted for cucric Acre of this 
—” | Kingdome, 
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Kingdome,being at leaſt ftoure and twenty millions of 
acres,that wood land may be planted in ; the worth 
thereof ariſeth to fourtecne hunered thouſand pounds 
by the yeare :admit that the fourth part of the King- 
dome bealready repleniſhed , yet the gaine by fkire- 
woodand timber ofthe other three parts will ariſe to 
cighicene hundred thouſand pounds. The timber 
and fire-wood that ſhall be planted in paſture ground, 
as atoreſaid,will be clearely gained by the better brec- 
ding and feeding of the number of cattell more than 
may be bred by the paſture and ſtraw , that may be ſa- 
ued, which is now ſpoiled & burntythe worth of cattell _ 
ſo bred,may be rwo hundred thouſand pound yearlyat 

the leaſt. Al which may be effeed with leſſe thenthree 


ycarcs purchaſe inpaſture and meadow grounds , and 


the whole charge of planting wood in barren ground 
may berecouerdin lefſe then three yeares, with tenne 
pound gain,as it isproucd ; &after ten yeares theſoile 
may be improued from twelue pence an acre yearely 
to tenſhillings an acreyearely, The fire-wood of two 
thouſand trecs being wel husbanded,will be worth fixe 
pence a tree at euery cight yeares end, which rilerh to 
fifty pounds. The ground is improued ten pound year- 
ly : and the foure {core trees remaining will be better 
worth tþen forty pounds after threeſcore yeares , and 
by the fruitafter ten yeares forty ſhillings a yeare,

yeares,andin hedge rowes 18 one yeare.

S concerning the breeding of fowle and pul- 
- len,itis likewife proued, that there may be well 
bred fo many as will be worth five hundred 
thouſand pounds yearely in this Kingdome, atter the 
rate ofceight pence the couple one with another, and 
that prouiſion being madetor the deſtroying of Ver- 
mine, there will be fowles enow ſoone bred in this 


Realme, andthat if every owner of Pigeons ſhould 


yearely breed ſo many towles or pullen , as they keepe 
o] ic Pigeons, and euery man that hath gruunds con» 
venient would make plots to breed on as 1s afoteſaid, it 
would greatly calethe dearth of victuals, the charge 


whereot may be recoueredin three yeares. For the bet. 
_ terviideiſtanding how the profits may ariſe, iti5robe . 
noted, that it appeareth by the generall map of this 


Kingdome, that ut containeth twenty nine millions
